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INTRODUCTION 


No matter what the opinion might be regarding the per- 
manency of the movement presented by this exhibition of 
paintings and sculpture, it is beyond doubt that the tendency to 
break away from the tradition of Raphael is not local, nor is it 
merely the whimsical creation of the moment. It has its ex- 
ponents and its followers in all countries, and even before the 
mental and social reactions brought about by the great War, 
«Modern Art” made its appearance in many notable exhibitions 
in this country and in Europe. Without at least a section 
devoted to works of this category, no contemporary exhibition 
can claim to display comprehensively the art of to-day. 


The Brooklyn Museum does not, however, assume to take 
sides, either as advocate or opponent, in the controversies of 
contending schools. It does not believe that the development 
of taste can be forced by dicta on the part of the artist them- 
selves, or of the critics, or of the art museums as expressed in 
their exhibitions. It remains with the public, as is shown by 
the history of art, to arrive at its own final judgments unhamp- 
ered by urging from any source whatever. In the conviction, 
however, that the public must see in order to judge, the Brooklyn 
Museum admits to its galleries all types of work which show 
real creative talent and power of original expression. It is a 
forum wherein is carried on, by graphic example, artistic dis- 
cussion, which, after all, is vital to the progress of art.

With our aim in view, the Société Anonyme laid special 
emphasis on bringing over vital groups with a new vision for 
the student in America to study. We are very grateful to the 
Brooklyn Museum for opening its doors to us to enable a larger 
body of students to come. 


The groups of importance are as follows: 


Mondrian from Holland with his international group stand- 
ing for clarification. 


Pevsner and Gabo from Russia standing for depth in sculp- 
ture in contrast to mere circumference. 


Léger from Paris with his international group working out 
the problems of the Intérieurs Mécaniques. 


De Chirico from Italy and his group working out the prob- 
lems of his Intérieurs Métaphysiques. 


Malevitch repesented here by Lissitzky with his group the 


Suprematists. 


And the International Group of Constructivists which also 
had its beginning in Russia. 


When one considers that the gathering together of all these 
works has been done out of love, one realizes the vigor and 
vitality of the Modern Art Movement. Only cosmic forces can 
bring forth such a response, for no one has the patience, the 
perseverance, to devote so much time and energy to a passing 
thing. This selection is the outgrowth of the thought and assis- 
tance given by Kandinsky of Russia, Mondrian of Holland, 
Campendonk and Kurt Schwitters of Germany, Bragaglia and 
Pannaggi of Italy, Léger of Paris and special thanks should be 
given for the indefatigable energy which Marcel Duchamp rend- 
ered in gathering the works together in Paris and Helma 
Schwitters, the wife of Kurt Schwitters, in Germany. 


If any young talent has been safeguarded through this 
Exhibition from misdirected efforts and has been helped to 
remain true to himself and not to feel the need to compromise 
with the public, that does not yet understand, we will feel that 
we have served our purpose.
